An astonishing inflni of East 
ern people, all in search of homes in i 
country where the orange blooms an< 
frost and snow are unknown, overtnrne< 
the old balance between supply and de 
mand, aud people who were slow ti 
name the prices at which they hel< 
their property, were astonished to fine 
they could get them. True, the lane 
had been there for many years waiting 
for purchasers, and the Eastern people 
had been waiting for as many years fo 
sunny homes. It seemed odd that th 
same ideasbould strike them simoltan 
eously. Wit things often happen so 
The conditions of an epidemic often lii 
dormant for years before it 'oieaks out 
Just ao the southern boom, which, start 
ing at Los Angeles, quickly crept down 
to Santa Ana and Anaheim and San 
Diego, crossed the country to Biversidi 
and involved the whole tier of oountiei 
in a conflagration of speculation. Sants 
Barbara was not slow to catch the fire 
and from these, all up the line of thi 
new coast railroad, it run uorih till i 
struck San Jose.

Here it found favorable material. San 


Jose is a lovely soot in a charming val- 
ley. It has been a pleasant resort with 
something of the old mission quietnesr 
banging over it. Land was not ver; 
high. Many of the beat sites in thi 
principal localities have been in thi 
sumo ownership for a quarter of a cen 
tnry. 
Nobody sold because nobody 


wanted to buy. This was just the place 
for a boom. It started only a week ago 
and now property is rapidly changing 
hands. 
But the boom has not stopped 


here; it has spread to Oakland and Ala 
meda. It is heard of at Santa Kosa. I' 
is upon San Francisco. Speculators ar( 
dickering in lots on the sand dunes 
south of the Park, and whole blocks are 
laid out within a few feet of high-wate- 
mark.

water in oar streams and lakes, says: 


On all hands the necessity that exist 


in this section of Nevada for the storm; 
up a supply of water for use in the dr; 
season is recognized and acknowledged 
The owners of ranches as well a« thi 
owners of mills are alive to the vahn 
and utility of reserves of water that may 
be drawn upon at this season of scarcity 
The lack ol such reserves of water is 
great detriment to two of the leading in 
terests of Nevada—the agricultural an 
mining. To construct dams across can 
yons and mountain gorges would in man; 
cases cost a large amount of money, bu 
a beginning might be made that wou 
requre no very great outlay of coin. 


The lakes that exist in many places a 


and about the beads of the streams ar 
the natural reservoirs of the mountains 
The area of many of these lakes is very 
great. By building dams at their on! 
lets they might be made to contain an 
extra foot in depth over their whol 
surface for every foot in bight of dam 
constructed. Thus a dam five feet in 
bight would five a bight of five feet o 
water over the whole surface of the lake 
a dam ef ten feet an additional night o 
ten feet of water, and so on. 


In the case of Lake Tahoe, or Donne 


lake it is easy to conceive the immens 
amount of water that would be re 
tained were dams built that would giv 
over such great surfaces an additions 
depth of five or ten 
feet 
of water 


Conner and Tahoe alone would give al 
the water that can ever be required fo 
any use along the whole length of th 
Truokee river. 


Hon. J. B. Gallagher is making 


move in the right direction at the Twin 
Lakes. Let every lake that has an out 
let on this side of the Sierras be so util 
ized. The raising of the water in th 
lakes from one to five or ten feet is no 
difficult or very costly undertaking, anc 
s icmld be the beginning ol the work o 
oar people in the construction of a sys 
turn of great storage reservoirs. 
Th 


dams at the lakes would in no way in 
ttrfere with the construction and fil 
of reservoirs below as they might be re 
quired in the future. 
There are a num 


ber ol lakes about the heads of the Car 
son river and its tributaries that inigh 
be made into storage reservoirs of grea 
capacity; also there are a few mountain 
ranches so situated that small dam 
properly placed would turn them inti 
reservoirs of great value. 


In several cases, too, the lakes anc 


valleys might be made still more valua 
ble by cutting through their rims to th 
depth of eight or ten feet, before put 
ting in dams, thus forming sluiceway! 
through which the reservoirs might b 
drained almost to the bottom. Ever; 
foot sunk in the sluice would be as gooc 
as a foot on the dam. 


Captain Overton, Superintendent o 


the Virginia and Gold Hill Water Works 
is stiongly in favor of utilizing uatura 
lakes wherever they can be found. Mar 
lette Lake is so situated that it wonlc 
make a reservoir twice or thrice its pres 
ent capacity at a small increase of its 
first cost, but it now takes the water o 
nil the streams that can be led into it 
It is for this reason that he was this 
Summer obliged to construct a reservoir 
on Hobart Creek in a place where there 
was no natural lake—where all was dry 
ground. 


The work of throwing dams across 


the lakes and ponds ought to be com- 
menced at once. The miltmen hereto- 
fore have said that the great trouble 
would be to get ranchmen—who wonlc 
of course be interested in the storage 
sy%tems—to agree to any reasonable plan 
for the joint use of the water; they woulc 
want to gobble more than their fair 
share. But this notion should not in- 
terfere with work of such vital impor 
tance to the two great interests. The 
reservoirs must some time be built anc 
jointly used, therefore, the sooner an 
agreement is arrived at the better, for 
the same objection may as reasonably 
be urged ten years hence as at the pres- 
ent time.

STEINOINQ BARBED WIEE.—The fol- 


owing from a correspondent of the 
Ohio Farmer may be of interest to those 
who build barbed wire fences: 


"Just how to string barbad wire foi 


fence-making has always perplexed me. 
I have tried all sorts of plans, but now 
have hit on a method that works per- 
fectly. The spool of wire is placed on 
end at the first post. The little end of 
a crowbar is put down through the cen- 
ter boles of a spool and stuck into the 
ground far enough to hold. A horse is 
then bitched to the end of the wire, 
and pulls it along the line of the fence 
[o the far end. It unwinds readily, and 
it is surprising what a long string of it 
a horse can pull without much exertion, 
The friction of the end of the spool on 
the ground keeps it from unwinding 
faster than the polling of the wire "de- 
mands, and there are none of the dan- 
gerous, unfriendly scratches of the wire 
that are encountered when the attempt 
is made to carry the spool by hand to 
string the wire. It boats the plan of 
jutting the spool on a sled, to unreel, 
and does not require any mechanism to 
do it."
